Appropriation for 2d Half of 1947. Wednesday (lay 7) Department of Agriculture 
representatives appeared pberore the Bureau of Budget to explain the request for 
an appropriation for the Farm Labor program during the period July 1 to 

December 41, 1947, and the 30 days. liquidation period thereafter. At this 
writing it is not known whether the Farm Labor appropriation item may be pre- 
sented to Congress as a supplement to the regular 1948 supply bill of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, or“as an item in a deficiency bill.
